Much-needed storeroom, office and

will be provided by the erection of a 
modem business structure on C ham ­ 
bersburg street, replacing the historic 
Thaddeus Stevens home, recently p u r­ 
chased from the heirs of the late Dr. 
Robert H orner by John D. Lippy, Sr., 
and h: 
son, Radford H. Lippy. 
John Irvin, of G ettysburg, has been 
awarded th** contract for the erection 
of the new building, which is expected 
to be ready for occupancy April I, 
1925. 
B ernard S tarr, of H arrisburg, 
is th** architect. 
Work of razing the Stevens home 
has started and with it the laving of 
th** foundation for tho projected busi­ 
ness establishm ent. 
Work of erecting 
the new building will be pushed along 
throughout the winter, so th a t the 
stru cture will be ready for occupancy 
on April I. 
Three Stories 
Two modern storerooms will take 
up the space on the first floor, six of­ 
fices on the second 
floor 
and 
tw*o 
apartm en ts on the third floor, accord­ 
ing to plans. 
Tho building will be of 
tapestry* brick, and will 
adjoin 
the 
building now occupied by J. D. Lippy 
and Son. 
The Thaddeus Stevens house, which i 
is now being to m down, had many 
unique features about it that attracted 
widespread attention. 
When the resi­ 
dence was sold a few weeks ago the 
owners reserved the right to remove 
the w allpaper from the front room on 
the first floor. 
It was in a solid piece 
and depicted a hunting scene from the 
start of the hunt to its return. 
Viewed by Hundreds 
Hundreds of visitors to the battle­ 
field had called and asked for th** priv­ 
ilege of seeing it. 
The doorway was 
known as one of the few remaining 
true types of colonial architecture in 
southern Pennsylvania. This has been 
sold by the new owners to a H arris­ 
burg firm and will be shipped as soon 
as the razing operations perm it its re­ 
moval. 
A number of fine old colonial 
mantlepieces feature the interior of 
the house, and some of these have 
also been sold. 
The building was a place of inter­ 
est not only because of its association 
with the life of Stevens and on account 
of its architecture, hut also because 
of the m anner in which it was built. 
Seventeen-inch walls were constructed 
on both th e east and west sides, and 
these will be retained in the new build­ 
ing.

Waterproofing Blueprints 
To overcome the annoyance of having 
blueprints spotted by rain or moisture, 
the following simple plan is useful: Melt 
two or three cakes of relined paraffin, 
then immerse a number of absorbent 
cloths in the wax. Withdraw the cloths 
and allow them to dram. To brent a 
print, lay one of the cloths on a dry, 
smooth surface, place the print on top of 
it, then another doth on top of tho 
print, and iron the top doth with a mod­ 
erately bot flatiron. The paper immecfe- 
ately absorbs paraffin until saturated and 
becomes translucent and waterproof. 
This method is better than dipping tho
